Somewhat Delayed — Interview 
With an Old Man. 

Some weeks ago the writer accom- 
panied his father on an unexpected 
trip to Hazel Green. The drive was 
begun on Sunday. When we reached 
Mariba darkness had gathered, rend- 
ering further travel difficult if not 
really dangerous. 

We called at the homo of John 
Hardy Lovelace for supper, as we 
had had 110 dinnor, and for horse feed. 
Recognizing that dangers would beset 
us over the mountain road even with 
a lantern to light our way, we wore 
soon convinced that we were at the 
right place for the night, especially 
when we had seen the old-fashioned 
fireplace with the big back-log aud 
bed of embers, and was assured that a 
warm bed in tho family room was at 
our disposal. We soon saw that out 
host, aged, white-headed, bright-eyed, 
fine-voiced, talkative and hospitable, 
would render our soiourn very pleas- 
enjoyable. There was uo 
more thought of goiDg further. 

Johu Hardy Lovelace was born in 
Harrison county near the present 
Berry Station, April 24, 1819. At the 
age of two years his father moved to 
Pendleton county. He married July 
5 1841. In 1850, desiring to seek 
fame and fortune in the great west, 
he started with wife and frur children 
to Jefferson county, Iowa, 60 miles 
the present Keokuk. His 
hopes of the west soon vanished. 
After six months of sickness and dis- 
appointment, he and family started 
land in a two-horse wagon for 
"Old Kentucky Home." The 
journey lasted 18 days. When asked 
what bis objection was to Iowa, be 
said : 'When it was windy it was ;oo 
iudy, and when muddy too muddy." 
He returned to and lived in Pendle- 
until 1877, when he moved to 
Menefee county, where he now lives. 
He has been a farmer and dealer in 
stock, and for some years attend- 
ed Mt. Sterling court. We ascertain- 
ed that Mr. Lovelace cares little about 
politics. His time aud thought are 
largely devoted to Bible themes. He 
signified bis preference for Bible dis- 
cussions, and gave us to understand 
that if we did not "stick to" the Bible 
we would be caught. That suited 
the writer. Our aged friend thinks 
that the teaching of the Christ aud 
the Apostles is sufficient guide for 
faith and practice, and will have 
nothing else. He has been a chris- 
tian since 1862, and i« steadfast in the 
faith and is not averse to discussion. 
He is a Democrat, having voted that 
ticket for fifty years. He has voted 
tor only one Republican, hisson-iu- 
who was a candidate for Magis- 
trate. When asked if he used tobac- 
he said : "I have never used to- 
bacco. I smoke only when I am wet 
stand by tho fire.''

MEXICO 



As Seen Br Robert Bean, Jr.— 



Guanajuato has a population 
abotlt 60,000 and is the capitol of the 
Stale of the same name. It is pictur- 
esquely located in the mountains and 
is tbe center of a very rich silver min- 
ing district, some tin is also found 
here . 

It contains many handsome build- 
ings both private and public. The 
Teatro Juarez" (tho 
Juarez theater.) It was built by the 
State as a monument to Benito Juarez 
and oost $1,250,000. Tourists have 
pronounced it one of the finest iu th« 
world, and it ie considered the hand- 
somest on the continent. It is built 
of pink, bulo pnd gray stone. Twelve 
handsome stouo pillars, forty-five feet 
in height and six feet In circumfer- 
balcony of most 
beautiful carvings upon which are 
twelve bronze figures representing 
the Muses ; in the center is the "God- 
dess of Liberty." At the entrance or 
each side of the steps are two bronze 
Hons in a crouching position. The 
ranee is all of the 
,nd glass. The 
work Is of light brown color; the 
doors are large and beautiful aud fit- 
ted with small panes of convex and 
beveled glass, with bronze trimmings. 
When one enters tho interior a moat 
boautiful sight greets the eye. The 
first is a large and beautiful chande- 
lier containing 528 electric lights of 
all sizes (some no larger than a Auger) 
colors and designs. Lights are also 
arranged along each side of the hall, 
Tho walls and ceiling 
have been decorated by famous 
French, Italian, and Mexican artists. 
The theater contains a parquet and 
four galleries and many private boxea 
which have been furnished with the 
furniture 
which cost $10,000 in gold. 

The majority of Mexican theaters 
are not conducted like curs, but seats 
in the parquet are Bold by the act. 
A person only wishing to see one act 
ifcy pay for that privilege aud secure 
good seat. Those wishing to see 
the entire performance may rent a 
box or stall. 

Adjoining the theater is one of the 
Government mints bnilt in 1866. It 
employes a large force of men and 
much of Mexico's celebrated free sil- 
ls made here. It was my first 
to a mine and I enjoyed It . All 
machinery nsed is made in United 
States. It is quite an interesting 
sight to see tho huge bais of silver 
gradually made into a dollar worth 
about 40 ceuts. 
For the benefit of those who have 
aver visited a mint I will try to give 
thoni some idea of one . The silver is 
brought in in bais much the shape ol 
lead ; it is then put into a furnace and 
melted and is then put into strips 
about four feet long and is then run 
through different rolliug machines 
and rolled to the proper thickuess — a 
little wider than a dollar; the strips 
are then taken to machine that cuts 
the dollar out, then another machine 
does the corrugating aleng tbe edge. 
They are then weighed and if found 
to be the correct weight are stamped 
with the Mexican Eagle, Cactus and 
Snake on one side and the Liberty 
Cap and tbe Sun on tbe other. 

From the mint I went to the old 
prison, which is now a kind of peni- 
tentiary. This prison played quite an 
important part in Mexican history, 
but I know but little of it. In the 
center of the prison is a large vacant 
space, the Mexican Potio, on each side 
are largo stone pillars which support 
a balcony . 

It is said that when the Mexicans 
gained their independence 20,000 
Spaniards — men, women and children 
had gone here for safety. The 
Mexicans beat down the doors and 
killed most of the occupants. Many 
children were killed by having their 
brains beat out against the stone pil- 
lars, and to this day the pillars near 
the base show blood stains. When 
Hidalgo, the President, was shot with 
three of of his generals, their head* 
were severed from their bodies and 
hung on Iron hooks at each comer o' 
tbe building, where ihey remained 



for several days to be viewed by 
Mexicans. The hooks still remal 

From the prison let us climb the 
hill to the "Panteon" or cemetery. 
The cemetery is surrounded by what 
appears to be a thick wall, but upon 
close inspection proves to be vaults. 
Let us explain how a Mexican ceme- 
tery is conducted. Not only one 
corpse is put into a single grave but 
sometimes three or four occupy the 
same resting place. The graves are 
dug and furnished with shelves aud 
coffins are placed one above tho other. 
When a person dies the family may 
either buy a lot or rent the space for 
as long a time as possible Many 
graves are marked from two to five 
years. When the rent is stopped, the 
remains are then dug up; If thi 
family docs not want the bones, they 
are thrown over in a corticr. 
this cemetery is arranged a 
better. 

About twenty feet below tb 
face is a passage way about eight feet 
wide and two hundred feet long and 
these human bones are stored iu each 
end of this passage. 

The climate of Mexico Is peculiarly 
adapted to mummifying a corpse 
placed in a vault. I saw sixty mum- 
mies standing along each side of thii 
passage with a placard above them 
giving the name, date of death and 
age. These 
wrapped in bandages 
the East, but the climato has been 
permitted to do the work, aud the 
clothing on same is perfect, 
member a little girl who was dressed 
in a pink dress with black figures 
which had not decayed in the least. 

Before closing let me tell you some- 
thing of the ccfllus used by the poor 
people : If a family is too poor to 
purchase a coffin ono may be rented 
The remains are placed in the coffl; 
and carried to the cemetery, whei 
they are removed, rolled iu a blauke 
and placed In the ground. Th 
coffins used are not of the heautifu 
brown or black and lined with sill 
and satin, resembling ours only it 
shape. In color they look somethitij 
like a barber's pole.

As the Advocate has been 
the past so will it be in the futui 
If machine shops would locate 
here for a reasonable considera- 
tion we would be in f ivor of such 
a project. If turnpikes could be 
constructed through undeveloped 
parts of this county at a reasona- 
ble outlay to the county, we 
would favor it because turnpikes 
are Improvements and are for the 
interest of our people. Whatever 
is for the interest of our people, 
be it the sinking of gas and oil 
wells, the building of railroads 
and turnpikes, the establishing 
of factories, the locating of 
schools, the building of churches, 
we are for them. 

Col. Boone and his associates 
have a project which they are 
presenting to our people and ask 
that we aid them to construct the 
Black Diamond Railroad by giving 
a subscription of $12,500 and the 
right of way. For such a line as 
they offer us this is certainly a 
small amount, and we only wish 
the new constitution would allow 
jis to vote this amount. With 
this road constructed Montgomery 
County would get the advantage 
of competition rates, and this' 
alone would save to us in one 
^•°ar the amount we are asked to 
Subscribe, 
- The projectors do not ask any 
few men for this amount; they 
•want the subscriptions distributed 
well over the entire county. In 
Harrison county $17,000 was 
scribed for this road by about 800 
people and of this number of sub- 
scribers 400 subscribed $5.00 
each, so it can be seen that this : 
an enterprise of the people. Bi 
cause Air. Boone is not asking for 
subscriptions conditional on the 
completion of the road 
think it will not be constructed. 
If this was a just conclusion and 
the road was never built, no 
would be hurt for the amount 
asked is only what the subscribei 
can afford to give. The method 
is a new one to us, but not to tin 
projectors. We remember C. P 
Huntington a few years ago paid 
£ 10,000 for the survey of a pro- 
posed extension of the K. & S. A. 

The road was never built and 
Mr. Huntington was out this 
amount for a survey which he 
now holds. The people along the 
line of the Black Diamond occupy 
the same position as Mr. Hunting- 
ton. Had the K. & S. A. been 
extended the county of Montgom- 
ery would have been asked for 
$ 1 00, 000 and it would have been 
voted, and likewise would other 
counties along the line have sub- 
scribed amounts according to 
their ability to give; the extension 
of this road would have been a 
valuable tributary to our county, 
it is true, but we would have paid 
a much larger amount than what 
we are asked for by the Black 
Diamond, and which will be more 
important to us. If we give 
£12,500 and the right of way there 
will be no taxation on us, but on 
the other hand the county will be 
drawing an annual tax revenue 
from the road; this is additional to 
the developing of a new section of 
country and giving employment to 
thousands of our people who 
would put into circulation hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
Can we not as a people, accord- 



ing to our means, subsciibe JS$, 
$\o and so on to 5200 towards 
such an enterprise? 

Col. Boone and associates as 
sure us that the money 'for the 
construction of the road is ready 
as soon as the right of way, 
veys and franchise have been 
cured. We have not lost faith in 
the people and believe Montgom- 
ery county, as a people, will sub 
scribe the amount asked for and 
that the road will be constructed. 
Mr. Boone is laboring hard to 
have everything ready by May i, 
when he hopes the work of con- 
struction will begin, and in eigh- 
teen months thereafter it will be 
completed. 

Our people need not think that 
the road will come this way 
out any effort on the part of our 
people. Wc have been left before 
and our business men can give 
you some idea of ,the effect 
them. We can give from $5 
$200, raise the amount asked for 
and secure the road. We don't 
believe for this amount we can 
afford to take any chances. 

Read what our exchanges say 
of the Black Diamond: 

On Thursday of last week an 
election was held at Anderson, 
South Carolina, to issue bonds to 
the amount of $50,000 as a sub- 
idy to aid the Black Diamond 
lilroad. The success of that elec- 
tion is best told in the following 
telegram: 

"Anderson, S. C, Jan. 6, 1898. 
■Col, Albert E. Boone, Dover, 
Ky. : Election on bonds in aid of 
railroad (Black Diamond) held to- 
day. Only one dissenting vote. 
Signed: J. L. Tribble. 

"It will he seen by the above 
that the people are practically 
unanimous for the road in the 
South. 

"In addition to this subsidy the 
business men of Anderson pro- 
pose to raise $17,000 as a promot- 
fund to make surveys art*,', 
complete the franchise through 
the Slate. South Carolina v ; ,'il easi- 
ly raise $500 per mile through the 
entire State for that purpose — in 
fact the business men alone have 
pledged themselves to do that. 

"The people of the 'South- 
land' want the Black Diamond. 
They feel the need ot just such a 
trunk line and stand ready to aid 
in everything reasonable. The 
vote at Anderson — only one dis- 
senting vote — shows the senti- 
ment of the people throughout 
the entire South in regard to Col. 
Boone's great system." — Dover 
News. 

"A special telegram to The 
Dispatch from West Union, O., 
says: 'Now that the building of 
the proposed Black Diamond rail- 
road seems an assured fact, the 
citizens and business men of Peeb- 
les recognize the great mistake 
they made in ignoring Colonel 
Boone's proposition to take their 
town in consideration of a small 
subscription, and allowing the 
survey to be run 10 miles west of 
them. Realizing that the road, if 
constructed along the present sur- 
vey, will ruin their town as a 
shipping point, a subscription has 
been taken to defray the expenses 
of a survey from Brush Creek 
through Peebles to Sinking 
Springs, which survey will be 
submitted to Col. Boone as a 
more practical route than the 
present one, and which he will be 
asked to adopt.

A process frequently used to im- 
prove the appearance of preciuus 
stones thut are faulty, dull or of an 
ordinary hue is that of burning. 
Blemishes are removed by this proc- 
ess, or the color aud brilliant-oof the 
.stone are enhanced. Very often the 
color of the gem is entirely Changed 

Even the delicate turquoise must 
rjooaalonally resign itself to artificial 
embellishment. Many sensitive tur- 
quoises become bleat bed and faded 
from exposure to the sunlight, 
monia and fatty substances are ap- 
plied to restore the original blue col- 
or, but such treatment does not ac- 
complish lasting results. By anoth- 
er m <>< ess the faded turquoise is im- 
pregnated with prnssian blue. The 
pigment does not penetrate very 
deeply, however, and may easily be 
scraped off with n knife. Such arti- 
ficial coloring is easily discernible by 
lamplight, which transforms th.3 
delicate shade into an unsightly 
gray. 

Artificial methods are adopted also 
to render gems colorless. Tho yellow 
tinge of (.'ape diamonds obscures 
their luster and cheapens their val- 
ue. It is therefore found profitable 
to deprive them of the objectionable 
tint, and the method is very simple. 
The yellow diamond is placed in a 
violet colored chemical liquid aud 
after being dried is found covered 
with a very thin scale of the violet 

Highly ingenious and deceptive is 
the art of joining precious stones. 
Upper and under lay 
quently fastened with mastic in this 
fashion, and to cleverly as to de- 
ceive even the experienced eye. 
Joined stones are quite common, for 
the significant reason that a largi 
solitaire diamond or other gem is 
far more costly than two smaller 
ones. 

The art of "doubling" is carried 
to the extent of making false doub- 
lets, which are naturally manufac- 
tured at slight cost when inferior 
stones or imitation ones am used. 
Some doublets are composed of an 
upper portion of colorless glass or 
mountain crystal and an under por- 
tion ot colored glass. The latter im- 
parts its hue to the former. The ef- 
fect is also obtained by placing a 
layer of coloring matter between 
two colorless portions, or using a bit 
of leaf metal or tinted gelatin. 
There nro also hollow doublets, 
pieces of crystal or glass in which 
aro sealed drops of colored liquid. 

Many sharp praotices aro in vogue 
among jewelers iu the mounting of 
stones. Whcru the setting is 
open one und the gem rests in 
bit of metal, opportunity is given for 
many shrewd devices to enhance the 
appearance of the jewel, conceal its 
flaws and increase its brilliance. A 
pigment composed of burned ivory 
and mastic is corumonly applied to 
the eurfaco of the metal setting 
where it is found necessary to con- 
ceal the presence of dark and un- 
sightly spots in precious stones. The 
black pigment is placed beneath 
those portions of the stone that are 
free from the dark flaws. 

Even more frequently thin bits of 
gold, silver, copper or zinc foil, 
taining their original color, are luid 
beneath the gems, rendering them 
more brilliant and improving their 
color. — New York Commercial.

BEATRICE CENCI. 

Taw Beautiful Italian Who Waa a 
dereaa or a Martyr. 

One of the most interesting eventa 
nf Roman medieval times was the 
trial and execution of Beatrice Cenci 
for the pnrt sho played in the mur- 
der of her father, Francesco Cenci, 
which took place in his palace on 
the night of Sept. 10, 1588, the day 
before his fiftieth birthday. 

To every one the birth, ancestry 
and fate of Beatiioe Conci have had 
a weird cbarm. By many this beau- 
tiful and unfortunate Italian girl is 
regarded as a deliberate murderess, 
while others regard her as a martyr. 
This sentiment is aroused by the ro- 
mantic story of the girl's life and 
death, as told by Shelley in his great 
tragedy. Few persons in history 
have had a greater glamour of ro- 
mance cast over their lives than she. 

By her own confession it is known 
that Beatrice Cenci was accessory to 
the murder of her father. It is fur- 
ther known ttiat sh 
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was Beatrice especially who ar- 
ranged the murder with her lover, 
OUmpio Calvitti, and hat stepmoth- 
er, Lucretia. The whole lifo of Bea- 
trice in the palace, Rocca di I'euel 
la, had been one of extreme unhap- 
piness and cruel treatment. Sheand 
the other children wore the victims 
of the father's ungovernable and 
furious nature and most brutal tyr- 
anny. There were proofs at her 
death to show that she had suffered 
many beatings with a certain whip- 
ping instrument which was a terri- 
ble flagellant.

Many people think "honey is hon- 
ey," all just alike, but this is a great 
mistake. Honey may bo of good 
heavy body, what beekeepers call 
"well ripened" and weighing some- 
times 12 pounds to the gallon, or it 
may be quite thin. It may also be 
granulated or candied, more solid 
than lard. It may be almost as col- 
orless as water, and it may be as 
black as the darkest molasseB. The 
flavor of honey varies according to 
the flower from which it is obtained, 
d be impossible to desc: 
the flavors of the different 
honeys. The different flavors 
honey are as distinct as the odors in 
flowers. Among the lighter colored 
honeys are white clover, linden (or 
basswood), sage, sweet clover, alfal- 
fa, willow herb, etc., and among the 
darker are found heartsease, mag- 
olia (or poplar), horsemint, buok- 
beat, etc.

Kentucky's Oldest Church. 

"The oldest church in the state, 
perhaps tho first one of any denomi- 
nation ever organizod in the dark 
and bloody ground," said Mr. K. J. 
Hampton of Winchester, "is the 
Providence Baptist church in Clark 
county, seven miles south of Win- 
chester, on the Boonesboro road. 
The old organization was first form- 
ed in Culpeper county, Va., in April. 
1780, when churches were few and 
far between. A few months after- 
ward the entire membership decided 
to locate in Daniel Boone's now pre- 
a body, bringing 
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Powell's valley and through Boo 
pass, worshiping daily en route, and 
locating in what is now Clark coun- 
ty. A log house was first built in 
1781, but a few years later a solid 
stone structure was erected by the 
pioneer Baptists. This early day 
sanctuary has stood the test of time, 
the masonry showing not a crack to- 
day, having stood as firm as the 
zealous Christiana who built it. The 
building is ovor 100 years old. Near 
by the present members, 180 in 
number, havo built a more modern 
and commodious house of worship, 
but the old stone church is still a 
hallowed monument to the Chris- 
tianity of our forefathers. Daniel 
Boone often worshiped in the log 
house built by these old settlers, but 
the last one of that brave few passed

When you see in the gro- 
cery a tumbler of liquid honey with 
a small piece of comb honey in the 
center, you may be protty t 
liquid honey is not honey at all, but 
pure glucose. If not familiar enough 
with honey to detect it by taste, 
your only safe course is to buy of 
tho producer direct or of some ono 
who knows as to its source and upon 
whose honesty you can rely. 

Aside from its use in an unchanged 
state as a direct accompaniment of 
bread or biscuit, honey is used by 
bakers in manufacturing their choic- 
est wafers. An advantage of using 
honey for anything in the line of 
cake is in its keeping qualities. Even 
if the cake should become dry, close 
it up in a bread can for a time, and 
its freshness will return.— Bee Cul- 
ture.

to be made, which would require a 
number of days, and would make it 
necessary to hold on a very fine 
point while making to long a dis- 
tance. 

We will first take 
coniferous trees, pines, firs, spruces, 
cedars, hemlocks, etc. The bark of 
theeo is always lighter in colt 
harder and dryer on the south si 
of the tree, while it is in color mil 
darker, is also damper and oft 
covered with mold and moss on tl 
north side. The gum that oozes out 
from woundp, knotholes, etc., is usu- 
ally hard and often of beautiful am- 
ber color on the south side, while on 
the northern side it remains sticky 
longer and gets covered witl 
and dirt, seldom drying out to more 
than a dirty gray in color. 

On large trec» that have rough 
bark, especially during the fall and 
winter months, the nosts and webs 
of insects, spiders, etc., will always 
be found in the crevices 
Bide. A preponderance of the large 
branches will also be found on the 
warmest or southern side of the 
trees. Also the needles of all the 
above mentioned trees are shorter, 
dryer and of a yellowish green on 
<the southern side, while they will be 
found longer, more slender and pli- 
able, damper to the touch and dark- 
er green in color on the north side. 
The cedars and hemlocks, as if try- 
ing to outdo the others, always bend 
their slender tops of new growth to- 
ward a southern sky. 

The bard wood treea are equally 
communicative and have all the 
characteristics, so far as regards 
their trunks, as the coniferous trees, 
except the absence of gums, but this 
is more than made up by the fungi 
growth of mold and mosses tha 
very noticeable on the north side of 
these trees. 

The ledges of rocks, which may be 
part of stupendous mountains or 
merely an occasional cropping out 
here and there in the woods or per- 
haps some great bowlder alone by 
itself, a silent witness of tho glacial 
period, all alike testify to the effect 
of light and shade. The sunny 
will usually be bare or at most only 
boast of a thki growth of harsh, dry 
kinds of mosses that will only grow 
when having the ligh 
northern sides will be found damp 
and moldy and ofte 
luxuriant growth of soft, damp 
mosses that love the shade, whil 
every orevice will bear aloft beauti 
ful and gracefully waving ferns. 

The forest floor on the sunny side 
of hills, ridges, clumps of trees, 
busheB, big rocks, etc., is more noisy 
under the footfall than on the north- 
ern side of such places, where the 
dead leaves and litter are soft ai 
damp, holding more moisture thi 
in places exposed to the light of the 
sun. 

In an open country, nearly void of 
timber, clurupa of small bushes dur- 
ing summer will furnish all the 
ditions found to exist among the 
leaves of the trees, being equally 
sensitive to light and shade as are 
the monarchs of the woods. The 
landscape, green with moving grass- 
es and beautiful to the eye, whioh 
feasts on tho oountless numbers of 
wild flowers, representing every 
form and hue known in the flowery 
kingdom, also furniahea a reliable 
guide for locating the cardinal 
points, as most wild flowers, espe- 
cially the long summed varieties, 
hide their faces from the north and, 
like the sunflower, turn toward a 
southern sky.— Forest and Stream.
